HAD TURNED MORMON. 


John Courcey Finds Finds His Mother and 
Many New Relations. 
Associated Press Leused-wire Service. 


ago John Courcey, a hotelkeeper at Bar- 
ker, Mont:, and well-known throughout the 
State, applied to an attorney to assist him 
in securing him a pension to which he was 
entitled dy reason of having been a 
soldier in the Mexican war as well as a 
veteran of the lato civil war. 

In the course of business Courcey ga ve 
the attérney a sketch of his life, which 
contained some interesting particulars. 
His father and mother lived in New York 
in 1832, and his father was one of the 
victims of the cholera plague which swept 
the country about that time. Afterward 
his mother went to live in Connecticut. 
When about 14 years of age Courcey ran 
away from home and went to work driv- 
ing horses on a canal in New York State. 
After following this business for about six 
months he returned to his home only to 
find that meantime his mother had become 
a convert to Mormonism and followed the 
prophet Joseph Smith to Nauvoo, III. 
The lad followed his mother to that 
place, working his way by slow stages 
only to find on his arrival there that the 
Mormon colony had left there and, as 
near as he could lee rn, had gone to Coun- 
cil Bluffs, Iowa. He, followed them to 
that place and then learned that the Mor- 
mons Had taken their departure into the 
unknown wilderness. as it was then 
called, afid afterward he heard of the 
founding of Salt Lake. He, however, gave 
up all hope of ever seeing his mother 
again, and went to work on a river steam- 
boat, “finally enlisting in the Mexican war 
and agaln with the Union forces in the 
civil war. At the close of the war he 
came West and located in Montana, where 
he has been ever singe. | 

When his attorney heard the story he 
suggested that Courcey might ohtain some 
news of his mother by writing to one of 
the Mormon elders in Salt Lake City, and 
he did so. The communication was in- 
'gerted in a Salt Lake paper and, during 
the last week, no less than a score of 
letters were received from children, grand- 
children and other relatives of the lost 
woman. From the tenor of these letters 
it appears that, on arriving in Salt Lake, 
Mary Courcey, the mother, married a 
Mormon and had a large family, many of 
whom are well-to-do and prominent people | 
in the Territory. The mother is still 
alive, although 94 years of age, and 
Courcey finds that instead of being alone 
in the world, as he had supposed, 
has scores of relatives in Utah.“ He will 
ſeave in a few days for Salt Lake to meet

They 
covered him all the while he was getting 
ft, and when he again joined them they 
ordered him to knock in the door of the 
express car, which Messenger George M. 
Mitchell had ciosed and docked, upon 
hearing the noise outside. 

Smythe struck the door and cried to 
the messenger not to shoot, as it was 
the engineer and fireman. Holiday ex- 
plained as best he could the situation, 
and the messenger threw open the door. 
The robbers entered the car and took every- 
thing of value in sight. They tried the 
safe, and, finding’ it locked, demanded 
the keys of the messenger. He explained 
that the big iron box could be opened only 
at the principal places along the road, 
and that he could do nothing for them. 
The robbers took Mitchell's gold watch and 
then left the car, one of the robbers car- 


uables had been placed. They hurried to 
the mesquites, where their horses were 
fastened, and a little later they were 
dashing across the country. It is believed 
that they did not get away with more 
than $165 in cash and the messenger's 
watch. The train was backed up to Mar- 
icopa, and dispatches were sent to this 
city and Phoenix. 

The tracks of the robbers’ horses lead 
toward Mexico, and it is believed the han- 
dits, knowing their capture meant death, 
and that they were certain to be appre- 
hended sooner or later if they remained in 
the Territory, started for the sister re- 
public immediately after the-robbery. But 
information received by United States 
Marshal Meade late this afternoon from 
one of the posse in pursuit makes it ap- 
pear as if the robbers had made for the 
Salt River Valley. It is to the effect that 
Sheriff Murphy has brought into Phoenix 
one of the robbers named Frank Armour. 
He had five wounds, but none were fatal, 
the doctors say. They found three $20- 
gold pieces and two silver watches on him. 
These watches were stolen from parties in

HEIR TO MILLIONS. 


Fortune Smiles en on a Cook County, 
III., Jail Clerk. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service 

CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—Benjamin Price. who 
has been connected with the Cook county 
jail as clerk for more than fourteen years 
is, it is said, between $3,000,000 and $5,000,- 
000 richer today than he was a week ago. 
This is the amount of property left him 
by his father, whose death occurred re- 
cently. It is scattered all over America, 
England and Australia, and until a solici- 
tor can give a complete inventory of the 
property its exact value will not be 
known. Part of the property is in Mel- 
bourne, and came from Hiram Price, 
grandfather to Ben“ Price. The estate 
owns, it is said, nearly all of the suburb 
of Hackensack, N. J., known as May- 
wood. On it is an old colonial mansion 
owned by the family of Price years ago, 
aud #dined at $50,000. 

Ben Price is related to some of the 
leading men of the country. With the 
commercial instinct of his ancestors, young 
Price started early in life to carve out a 
fortune for himself. After a great deal

ONE OF THE ROBBERS CAPTURED. 

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Oct. 1.—The Southern 
Pacific train was held up last night at 12 
o'clock, two miles east of Maricopa, by 
three men who got on at Maricopa. They 
got about $150 from the express car, Sher- 
iff Murphy of Maricopa county, with 
Deputy Sheriff Prothoro, came upon the 
trail of the robbers seven miles southeast 
cf Phoenix on the Gila River, and ran onto 
their camp, where they found three Win- 
chester rifles and three horses. 

Following the trail they came upon one 
of the men, Frank Armour by name, 
whom they called upon to throw up his 
hands. He began firing on the ofiicers, 
when a load of buckshot from the Sheriff's 
gun brought him down. He was brought 
to the jail in this city. An examinaticn 
of his wounds shows that he was struck 
by five shots, only one of which had made 
a serious wound, whether fatal or not is 
oP now known. A number of officers are 

the remainder of the bandits, who 
are on foot and without food or blankets. 

On the person of Armour was found one 
of the watches taken from the street-car 
men held up in this city a week ago. 
The gang in all probability the same 
one that held up the stage on September 
12 near the Congress mine, and is com- 
posed of men from Tonto Basin and this 
portion of the Territory, and whose iden- 
tity is now known. 


ELECTRIC POWER. 


An Important Contract Supplying 
Sacramento from Folsom. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEK YORK, Oct. 1.—The power and 
mining department of the General Electric 
Company has just closed a contract with 
the Sacramento Electric Light and Power 
Company, that calls for the transmission 
by electricity from a water-power at Fol- 
som, Cal., twenty miles. distant, of several 
thousand electrical horse-power to the city 
of Sacramento to supply light, heat, power, 
ete., to an extent that will practically 
supersede all the present steam plants 
now in operation. This will make the 
longest “transmission by electricity, ot 
power in large amounts, installed in the 
world.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Two. Pullman Cars Smashed 
Near Delano 


The North-bound Train Runs into an 
Open Switch—The 
‘Injured, 


Developments in the Wootton Mys- 


tery—A Swindler and a Rubber 
Stamp—A Posse Chases 
Tramps—Jailbreak.

DELANO, Oct. 1—A narrow escape 
from what might have been a terrible ac- 
cident occurred at Hunt siding, six miles 
south of this point, at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Being a trifle late, the north bound 
morning train was passing the siding at 
a speed of about forty miles per hour and 
an open switch was encountered. The en- 
tire train passed, but two Pullmans were 
thrown off and badly smashed up. Those 
in that portion of the train which was 
left on the track had a terrible shaking- 
up, receiving scratches and bruises, but 
no dangerous injuries. 

The occupants of the Pullmans were less 
fortunate, though how they escaped more 
serious injuries is a wonder. All were 
thrown about the cars, but those receiving 
the most severe injuries were: R. J. 
Widney, a Los Angeles banker, ticketed 
for Delano, who sustained a severe scalp- 
wound and bruises about the body; J. E. 
Caldwell, a Pullman conductor, whose 
spine is hurt and who is bruised about the 
body; S. Heinman of Tehachepi, who re- 
ceived a cut on one foot. A colored 
porter and a contractor from Arizona were 
also injured, the latter recéiving a broken 
collar-bone and bruises about the head. 

An examination the ground shows 
that the switch had been left open and 
locked, in all probability by the freight- 
crew occupying the switch a few hours 
previous to the wreck. After a delay of 
an hour, the injured were picked * and 
the train proceeded. 


USED A RUBBER STAMP. 


Capture of a Swindler Who Has 
Robbed Many Merchants.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1. — United 
States Postoffice Inspector J. D. Erwin has 
captured a man who is believed to be a 
swindler with a national reputation. He 
was arrested on the charge of using the 
United States mails in conducting a 
scheme to defraud and was booked under 
the name of Menry Smyth. Evidence hag: 
been accumulated which, it is believed, 
will prove beyond a doubt that this Henry 
Smyth is the man who recently, in Chi- 
cago, personated Joseph Jaeger, a reput- 
able merchant of Macon, Mo.; Joseph 
Bawn of Kirkville, in the same State, and 
Mitchell Bros., of Cadillac, Minn. 

In July and August last several promi- 
nent Chicago business houses reported to 
the mercantile agencies and United States 
postoffice inspectors that they had re- 
ceived orders for goods from Macon, Mo., 
signed by Joseph Jaeger, a reputable. 
dealer in stoves, hardware, etc. They 
scanned the mercantile agency lists and 
discovered that Jaeger was rated as a 
first-class business man and consequentiy 
they had no hesitation in filling the or- 
ders and shipping thé goods. C. M. Liv- 
ingston of Chicago was oné of the vic- 
tims, for it subsequently developed that 
the real Joseph Jaeger had never ordered 
goods from Livingston, and did not re- 
ceive those which the latter shipped to 
Macon. 

Upon investigation, it was learned that 
some clever swindler had signed the or- 
der for goods with a rubber stamp, which 
printed Joseph Jaeger’s name in red ink 
and in large capital letters, while the body 
of the order was written with a pen and 
in black ink. The rogue had anticipated 
the arrival of the waybills, received the 
goods and disposed of the 

A succession of swindling conducted on 
the same plan was reported from various 
cities in different parts of the country. 
The similarity of methods indicated that 
the same swindler was operating in each 
case. For the past month he has been 
practicing his profession in California.

A JAILBREAK. 


Escape from McNeil’s 
Island.

ACOMA (Wash.,) Oct. 1.—An attempted 
wholesale murder and partially-successful 
jail delivery have occasioned no little ex- 
citement at the United States penitentiary 
on MeNeil’s Island. Warden Palmer of 
the prison and four guards had a re- 
markable escape from sudden death. The 
officers have been suppressing the facts, 
but the story has leaked out. 

The penitentiary prisoners, led by John 
Wade, a notorious smuggler, who once 
before made a successfu) escape, secured 
poison and placed it in the food of Warden 
Palmer and his assistants. But for the 
fact that the desperate prisoners used 
too druch of the deadly stuff, not one of 
the intended victims would have escaped 
with this life. As it was, all ot them were 
‘made deathly sick. 

During the excitement which followed 
Tode 5 ne prisoners, with Wade at their 
head, made their escape from the island, 
and, despite the most vigorous search, 
ae quartette has been at large ever since. 
The island is separated from all other land 
by a mile of salt water. It is believed 
that the four men escaped on a rude raft 
to the mainiand, and are headed for Brit- 
ish Columbia, if they have not already 
arrived there. The prisoners intended to 
‘kill the guards, and then set all the men 
In the prison, fifty in number, at liberty. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. — 

TACOMA, Oct. 1—Two. prisoners es- 
caped from the Federal Penitentiary on 
McNeil’s Island last Thursday. They were 
Wade and Brooks, both serving terms for 
On Thursday they were or- 
dered to carry some garbage outside the 
prison walls. When outside they made a 
sudden dive for the brush and suteeeded 
in successfully escaping from the guard, 
Jack Keating. Wade was doing a five- 
year term and had once before escaped. 
Marshal Drake has men stationed at the 
boundary line to capture the fugitives in 
case they attempt to cross into British 
Columbia.

CHICAGO, Oct..1.—Judge Jenkins strike 
injunction’ was overruled today by the 
United States Circuit Court of “Appeals, 
and the case was remanded with directions’ 
to strike from the restraining order of 
the court the,clause which aroused the 
country when the order was issued, and 
which resulted in the Boatner Investigat- 
ing Committee of Congress. The inter- 
veners representing the leading labor or- 
ganizations of the country, asked that 
two sections ot the injunction be elimi- 
nated. The Court of Appeals decided that 
no court could enjoin a man or body of 


men from quitting individually or in a 


body the service am employer. The 
court said that 2 Jenkins had exceeded 
his powers when ‘enjoined the em- 
ployee’ of the of the Northern 
Pacific Company from quitting the service 
of said company, with or. without notice, 
80 as to cripple the property or hinder the 
proper operation of said road. 

He held, however, that the section should. 
stand in which the men were prohibited 
from combining and conspiring to quit, 
with or without notice, the sevice of said 
receivers with the. object and intent of 
crippling the property in their custody. or 
embarrassing the operations of said road. 
The decision was considered by the law- 
yers who packed the courtroom as, one’ of 
the most important opinions delivered in 
the United States in a decade. It defines 
the status before the law of labor organi- 
zations in their conduct of strikes and af- 
firms the rights of courts of equity to in- 
terfere by injunction where there is rea- 
‘gon to believe the law would be violated. 

It holds that the men may withdraw in

JUDGMENT AFFIRMED. 


JUDGE VAN DYKE SUSTAINED 
nr THE SUPREME COURT. 


The Appointment of E. C. Hodgman 
as License Tax Collector by the 
Supervisors Declared 


The Su Court bas affirmed the 
judgment rendered by Judge Van Dyke 
in the case of the county of Los Angeles 
(respondent) vs. Frank E. Lopez et al., 
(appellants,) on the authority of the case 
of Eldorado vs. Meiss (100 Cal., 268,) in 
which it was held that the Board of Super- 
visors had no authority to create the of- 
fice of License Tax Collectcr, and in which 
the case of the People, etc., vs. Ferguson 
(65 Cal., 288,) was also expressly over- 
ruled on this point. 

This action, t will be remembered, was 
instituted by Dist.-Atty. Dillon, to enjoin 
County Audétor Lopez and County Treas- 
‘urer Fleming from delivering and paying 
‘a certain warrant for 8110 to E. C. Hodg- 
man, which had been duly approved and 
ordered issued to E. C. Hoigman, by the 
Board of Supervisors; upon the ground that 
said claim was illegal. The rd, of, 
Supervisors 
the offiée of County License Tax Collector, 
and duly appointed Hodgman to sald of- 
fice, Auditor Lopez, when the claim, Which 
was for Hodgman’s e2lary for the month 
‘of January last, was presen'ed, drew the 
required warrant, but did not deliver it, 
at the request of the District Attc-ney. 
The case was heard by Judge Van Dyke, 
‘and a permanent injunctioa re- 
straining Auditor Lopez from issuing said 
warrant, and Treasurer Fleming from pay- 
ing it. 1 

From this judgment an appeal was 
taken with the result that the appoint- 
ment of Hodgman by the Board of Super- 
visors is held to be illegal. N

An Address by Hon. Frank G. Fin- 
son on Wages.““ 
A good sized and highly interested audi- 
ence attended the single-tax meeting at 
Unity Church last evening, and listened 
to the Hon. Frank G. Finlayson's address 
on Wages.“ The speaker said that the 
problem of wages was one of production 
and distribution. Land and labor are the 
prime factors in the production of wealth.

Rent is that part going to 
the land owner; wages that part to labor, 
and interest that part going to capital, 
which has assisted labor. Wages and in- 
terest are really the same; interest simply 
being wages to stored up The 
amount received by wages, is dependent on 
what is left by rent. Hence in new coun- 
tries where land is cheap wages are high. 
So under the single-tax regime the land 
or natural opportunities would be open to 
men at their true value and not that flxed 
by speculation and monopoly, and wages 
—— get more of the total wealth pro-

THE POSTAL COMPANY’S SUIT 
BEFORE JUDGE Ross. 


The Case’ Argued at Length and 
Finally Submitted and Taken 
Under Advisement by 
the Court. 


In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
pret the matter of the application of the 
Postal Telegraph-Cable Company for an or-

When the matter was callei yesterday 
morning H. D. Esterbrook, Esq., on be- 
half of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, presented a demurrer to the petition, 
however, - overruled by the 
court at the close of the argument. 

An answer was thereupon filed by Mr. 
Esterbrook and the Postal Telegraph-Cable 
Company proceeded to offer evidence in 
support of its theory that it was to the 
advantage of the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road to have an additional line of tele- 
graph ‘at its disposal, apart from the com 
pensation, which it would receive for ‘the 
privilege. 

The matter was argued during the after- 
noon session, W. H. Wilde, Esq., of coun- 
sel for the Postal Telegraph-Cable Com- 
pany contending that the contract between 
the railroad and Western Union Telegraph 
companies was void for various reasons. 

Mr. Esterbrook, on the other hand, took 
the ground that the contract was not void,
